Overcoming Discouragement

N OLD ALLEGORY tells how Satan 
called together a council of his 
servants to devise a method whereby 
they might make a good man sin. 
One evil spirit after another arose 
with a suggestion. Satan rejected each 
idea. 
“That will not do,” he exclaimed. 
“This man has tried it and knows 
better than that.” 


Finally one imp arose and said, 
“T will make him sin.” 

“And what will you do?” asked 
Satan, again. 

“I will discourage his soul,” was 
the reply. 

“Ah, that will do,” cried Satan. 
“That will do. We shall conquer him 
now.” 

Discouragement is a trick of the 
enemy more subtle, more deadly, than 
all other hazards along the pathway 
of life. It is the gateway which leads 
to evils of the worst sort, taking a 
fatal toll among countless number of 
good people. 

Satan is relentless in his attempts to 
destroy men and women by discour- 
agement. With some it is financial 
difficulties, or the cares of this life. 
With others, it is mistakes or failures 
in life. With still others it is the 
chains of habit which they have 
forged for themselves. 


There is one—and only one— so- 
lution to the problem. It is found in 
the words of Jesus, “Come unto me, 
all ye that labour and are heavy la- 
den, and I will give you rest. Learn 
of me; and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls.” Again, “him that cometh 
to me I will in no wise cast out.” 





F I WERE TO TELL you that coming 
to Jesus ends all discouragement, 
it would be misleading. It does, how- 
ever, end all thoughts of despair. By 
despair I mean the utter loss of hope 
which seizes those without assurance. 
Even after you have entered into rest 
in Jesus, you are still subject to temp- 
tations and trials and testings of faith 
which, in the nature of things, tend 
to bring about discouragement. 

The Christian life, be it remem- 
bered, is a warfare in which you 
wrestle against spiritual enemies. Nat- 
urally, the give and take of this in- 
tense battle wears on your feelings 
and moods. 

“How can I overcome discourage- 
ment?” you ask, getting down to 
cases. Do these things! 

1. Recognize that all discourage- 
ment is from the devil. 

2. Hand your discouragement 
over to the Lord and trust Him to 
conquer it for you. You must trust 
Him for victory over discouragement 
as you trusted Him at first for for- 
giveness of sin. 

3. Look upon adversities, not as 
discouragements, but as testings 
which produce “top grade” material 
in your character. Just as lumber is 
“seasoned” by being allowed to stand 
for a period of months, so the troubles 
of life are a part of the “season- 
ing” process to which you are sub- 
jected by a loving Father who knows 
best. 

By keeping these things in view, 
you can “count it all joy,” as James 
says, even in the most trying situa- 
tions. Let this season of good cheer 
and hope be the start of real victory 
over discouragement.

WO MEN WERE ABSORBED in con- 

versation. One of them was a de- 
vout Christian. The other was a be- 
liever but lacked true, experiential 
knowledge of things spiritual. 


“How is it possible for man to real- 
ly know God?” the latter asked, as 
they walked along a field. “How can 
the human, with limited understand- 
ing, comprehend the Infinite?” 


Pointing to an anthill, where a 
gang of busy insects were at work, he 
continued, “How could those ants dis- 
cern what is in my mind?” 

“There is only one way,” his friend 
answered, “by you stooping to their 
level, becoming an ant, and revealing 
yourself to them.” 


In a limited sense, the wondrous 
and sublime doctrine of the Incar- 
nation finds example in this incident. 
God stooped low, to our level, in order 
to make known the truth of salvation 
among men. 


The Apostle Paul tells us in Phi- 
lippians, chapter two, that from the 
beginning Christ Jesus had the na- 
ture of God, yet because of Infinite 
love, stripped Himself of glory and 
majesty, laid them aside for a season, 
and made entrance into man’s nature 
for the purpose of his salvation. 


What a gesture of condescension! 
What a demonstration of love! The 
eternal God forfeited His heavenly 
glory, took upon Himself a garb of 
flesh, and assumed the ignominy of 
a servant.

Never will the story of that won- 
derful night lose its grandeur or sub- 
limity: the crowded inn and the 
stable, the watching shepherds on Ju- 
daean hills, and the glorious voices 
of the shining hosts from heaven. 
On that night, God lavished upon 
the human family the supreme Gift 
of His love. 


O little town of Bethlehem, 

How still we see thee lie; 

Above thy deep and dreamless sleep 
The silent stars go by; 

Yet in the dark streets shineth 

An everlasting Light; 

The hopes and fears of all the years 
Are met in Thee tonight. 


Have you ever watched a projec- 
tile flying through the air? You know 
that it was put in motion by some 
propelling force, and from its size and 
weight, velocity and distance, you 
can tell something about the nature 
of that force. 


What we see in motion after these 
1900 years, bears testimony to a 
Force and Intelligence far more than 
human. Indeed, as our text declares, 
in Jesus Christ we have God with us. 


HERE WAS A TIME in the beginning 

when man lived in the presence 
of God. By deliberate moral choice, 
Adam severed the cord of fellowship 
and lost the title deed to Eden. He 
was driven from the divine presence 
by an angel with a flaming sword. 
He was not permitted to return to 
Eden. To have done so would have 
meant possessing eternal life as a 
sinner. 

“So he drove out the man; and he 


placed at the east of the garden of 
Eden Cherubims, and a flaming 


sword which turned every-way, to 
keep the way of the tree of life.” 

The aftermath of the Fall was a 
holocaust of depravity. Death seized 
the sovereignty and man became a 
vassal to the tyranny of sin.

not know what to do. Finally, he 
thought, “I shall tell mother. She 
can tell father and father can tell Mr. 
Moody.” 

He hurried home and told his 
mother who in turn sympathetically 
told his father, and the father broke 
the news to Mr. Moody. “Come here 
a minute,” Moody said rather stern- 
ly (so the lad thought). Fearfully 
the boy went to him. 


“When you broke my umbrella, 
you became frightened and ashamed, 
didn’t you?

was a creative miracle of the Holy 
Spirit. There was a perfect blending 
of the human and the divine. Jesus 
became man, but not at any time did 
He surrender His deity. He was the 
God-man, two natures being consum- 
mately embodied in One. In this con- 
nection, I am reminded of an ex- 
perience which Alexander McKenzie, 
noted preacher and scholar, once 
related. 

“In my earlier days,” he wrote, “I 
wanted a new way of teaching my 
students the doctrine of Christ. I 
thought I would tell them to get a 
sheet of paper and divide it into 
three columns. In the first column 
they were to write every passage 
where Christ is spoken of as God- 
man; in the second column all the 
passages where Christ is spoken of as 
God alone; and in the third, all the 
passages where He is spoken of as 
man alone. 

“I went to work. I think I have 
the paper now. It is badly balanced. 
The first column and the second 
filled right up, but as to the third 
column, I never found a_ passage 
speaking of Christ as man alone.” 

Like the interpreter, Jesus had to 
be able to speak for God and then 
answer for man. Being Emmanuel, 
He had perfect understanding with 
the Father, and being the Second 
Adam, He had complete sympathy 


with man.

As one has well said, “A certain 
fierceness against wrong and wrong- 
doers is involved in a real ardor for 
goodness. The use of ‘wrath’ in con- 
nection with God would be objec- 
tionable only if His feelings were 
arbitrary and personal, but this of 
course can never be said of a just 
and holy God.” 

When the Lord informed Abra- 
ham of His plan to destroy Sodom 
for its wickedness, Abraham pleaded 
for the city and was assured the plan 
was conditional—if even ten righteous 
people could be found.

cometh upon them ... and they shall 
not escape” (I Thessalonians 5:3). 
Delusions of earthly peace, then, 
are but a treacherous will-o’-the-wisp! 
“There is no peace, saith the Lord, 
unto the wicked.” “He will give them 
that are wicked to the sword, saith 
the Lord” (Isaiah 48:22; Jeremiah 
25:31). “And I will execute venge- 
ance in anger and fury upon the 
heathen, such as they have not 
heard” (Micah 5:15). No, indeed, 
there will be no real peace in “this 
present evil world” except for those 
who find it in our dear Lord and Sa- 
viour, Jesus Christ! 

On the contrary, the Bible de- 
clares: “I will call for a sword upon 
all the inhabitants of the earth. ... 
Behold, evil shall go forth from nation 
to nation, and a great whirlwind shall 
be raised up from the coasts of the 
earth.” “For they have sown the 
wind, and they shall reap the whirl- 
wind.” (Jeremiah 25:29-38; Hosea 
8:7.) 


Now the “perilous times” of “the 


last days” CII Timothy 3:1-5) have 
come, and men are “lovers of their 
own selves” and “lovers of pleasure 
more than lovers of God; having a 
form of godliness, but denying the 
power thereof.” “Evil men and sedu- 
cers’ are going from bad to worse, 
“deceiving and being deceived” CII 
Timothy 3:13). They will yet go on 
worsening to the point of utter aban- 
donment and blasphemy. Is it any 
wonder that God will finally have 
to declare war upon rebellious men 
and render them helpless to carry 
out further evil and harm? 


So, having no feasible alternative, 
God proclaims: “ Prepare war, wake 
up the mighty men, let all the men 
of war draw near. ... Let the heathen 
be wakened, and come up to the 
valley of Jehoshaphat [valley of God’s 
judgment, for ‘Jehoshaphat’ means, 
‘Jehovah judged’]: for there will I 
sit to judge all the heathen round 
about ... Multitudes, multitudes in 
the valley of decision [where God 
will decide their eternal destinies] : 
for the day of the Lord is near in the 
valley of decision” (Joel 3:9-14). 
“And,” says John “he gathered them 
together into a place called in the 
Hebrew tongue Armageddon” (Rev- 
elation 16:16). 


op’s JUDGMENTS will surely be 

visited upon those who oppose His 
work and will. His long forbearance 
with the wicked may embolden 
men in transgression and persecution, 
but their punishment will be none 
the less certain and terrible because 
it has been long delayed. 

Nations with which God has borne 
long, and which He will not smite 
until they have filled up the measure 
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of their iniquity in His account, will 
finally drink the cup of wrath un- 
mixed with mercy. They, too, have 
been sowing the “wind” and will 
then have to reap the “whirlwind”! 
“And the slain of the Lord shall be 
at that day from one end of the earth 
even unto the other end of the earth: 
they shall not be lamented, neither 
gathered, nor buried; they shall be 
dung upon the ground” (Jeremiah 
25:33). What a fate! 


As the closing act in this dreadful 
drama of rebellion’s retribution, Pe- 
ter declares, “The day of the Lord 
will come as a thief in the night; in 
the which the heavens shall pass 
away with a great noise, and the ele- 
ments shall melt with fervent heat, 
the earth also and the works that are 
therein shall be burned up” CII Pe- 
ter 3:10). And thus, in flaming fury, 
shall end the agonizing spectacle of 
God’s peculiarly “strange work” — 
His exceedingly “strange act” — of 
finally and forever disposing of a 
world in relentless revolt against its 
Maker! Justice, even when tempered 
with the mercy of a loving God, de- 
mands that He do no lang than this! 


And yet, dear reader friend, even 
in the midst of all the turmoil, strife 
and misery we are here contemplat- 
ing, there is a peace and a perfect as- 
surance which all may have — which 
you may have. Says Harrison Palmer 
in the final stanza of his dramatic 


poem When Wars Have Ceased. 
“God’s Word suggests that day is 


near. 
Yet fears need not dismay; 
For just beyond the night there 
gleams 
That glad and glorious day 
When Christ shall come to claim 
His own 
And grant them rich rewards. 
Then peace shall evermore be ours 


With Him our Lord of lords!” 
So let us make the lovely Lord Je- 


sus our own King of kings and Lord 
of lords right here in this life, and 
under all circumstances. Then we 
shall continue to have Him as such 
right on into that endless eternity. 
I pray that you may not then have 
failed to make this wise choice!

Ten years ago this pastor-author 
sat in his study at the close of the 
most successful financial campaign 
his great church had ever conducted 
--and communed with his Lord. 
Something was wrong, but what? 
Why such a feeling of dissatisfac- 
tion when the outcome had been so 
superb? 

The next day, however, he found 
that the Spirit had been working 
with others in the same way. To- 
gether they outlined a “Twenty-Year 
Program of Stewardship Training,” 
then called a meeting of the church 
leaders. Ninety men came. Al- 
though strong opposition developed, 
a committee was appointed by ma- 
jority vote which decided to operate 
the plan for one year. They did— 
and made it permanent! 


Mr. Shedd firmly believes that “a 
tithing program is a funnel by which 
God is poured out to the world and 
room made for more of His presence 
in the soul of the church.” 


Pastors, evangelists, and church 
boards will find this a most helpful 
and inspirational volume. The eleven 
chapters present suggestions for con- 
verting and educating Christians to 
percentage giving. Some chapter 
headings are “Theology for Christian 
Stewardship,” “Four Basic Attitudes 
Toward Church Finance,” “Plan of 
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Operation,” and “Suggested Sermon 
Thoughts.” Three appendixes in- 
clude a brochure and pledge card 
for members, and addresses for ob- 
taining source materials. 


This little book will provide an

Serve Him Wrru Mintu. By Les- 
lie B. Flynn. (Zondervan Publishing 
House, cloth binding, 191 pages, 
price $2.95.) 


Here is a book with an unusual 
slant. Mr. Leslie B. Flynn, interested 
in one of the most engaging of hu- 
man traits, has produced an extra- 
ordinary treatise on the theories, his- 
tory and avenues of humor, its use 
in the Bible, and its service to man- 
kind. “You can’t keep laughter out 
of life,” he says, “it will seep through 
consciously or unconsciously. . .. Hu- 
mor is just plain human.” 


He maintains that God created 
man to enjoy humor and, since no 
other creature can laugh, concludes 
that it is a divine prerogative. The 
reasons why people laugh are illus- 
trated by extremely fuygny stories de- 
scribing different ty f wit.

GROWTH THROUGH ADORATION 














KEY WORD: Adoration 


“My soul doth magnify the Lord, 
And my spirit hath rejoiced in God 
my Saviour,” proclaimed Mary in po- 
etic response to the greeting of her 
cousin Elizabeth. Inherent in the hu- 
man heart is the need for an object 
of love and worship. “Let us make 
man in our own image” was God’s 
plan, and since He is Love, in order 
to achieve His likeness man must 
love and magnify His holy name. 

Not a word is written of Mary’s 
parents or home life, yet this much 
is evident — her parents were godly, 
educated people who so faithfully 
taught their daughter in her early 
years concerning God’s Word and 
will that, when He called, she was 
ready to yield herself to His purpose. 

Mary’s “Magnificat” is a prayer 
of adoration comprised almost exclu- 
sively of quotations from the Old 
Testament, praising God for what He 
had performed for Israel, in fulfill- 
ment of His promises to Abraham. 
And what God promises we, too, may 
be sure He will do. His promise to 
Mary was that her Son should sit on 
the throne of David, and because He 
is the Son of the Highest, His king- 


dom shall never come to an end. 


KEY VERSE: Luke 1:50 


“His mercy is on them that fear 
him from generation to generation.” 

The promise “He shall save his 
people from their sins,” made by the 
angel of the Lord to Joseph, the be- 
trothed husband of Mary, has been 
fulfilled in every generation from 
that day to this. His names were to be 
Jesus, meaning “Jehovah is salvation,” 
and Emmanuel, interpreted “God 
with us.” 

In him is the culmination of God’s 
plan of the ages, His scheme of re- 
demption for all who will “fear him 
from generation to generation.” 

This Christmas season should be 
a time for every person to sing a 
“Magnificat” in his own heart ... a

TIDINGS OF GREAT JOY 














KEY WORD: Tidings 


The insatiable curiosity of human 
nature makes “the news” big business. 
Nowadays news is transmitted along 
many avenues — by word of mouth, 
telephone, telegraph, radio, and tele- 
vision. Many lay aside their work 
daily to listen to the broadcasts. 
Events are known to the far places 
of the earth almost as soon as they 
occur. 


But the greatest news story the 
world ever heard did not make the 
headlines that day. Even Caesar, 
whose business was to keep his fingers 
upon the throbbing pulse of the vast 
Roman Empire, probably never heard 
of the Babe whose cradle was a man- 
ger in a hillside stable in a tiny town 
of an obscure province. And even if 
he had, he would probably have dis- 
missed the fantastic tale (angels sing- 
ing to a few ignorant shepherds about 


peace on earth and good will to every- 
one) as an old wives fable. How 
could he know that God hides deep 
spiritual truths “from the wise and 
prudent, and reveals them unto 
babes?” 

There was also a persistent rumor 
of an unusual star guiding three mys- 
terious men from the East who visited 
the Babe, worshiped Him as king, 
and left a gift of money and perfume. 
King Herod promptly squelched that 
story by slaying all the boy babies of 
Bethlehem. 

How could Caesar and Herod im- 
agine that centuries after their bodies 
had turned to dust and their names 
were merely echoes from the pages 
of history, that the name of this Babe 
would transform the lives of millions 
who testify “I am crucified with 
Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not I, 
but Christ liveth in me” (Galatians 
2:20). 

O, little town of Bethlehem be- 
neath the silent stars, how could you 
know that “in thy dark streets shineth 
the everlasting light, The hopes and 
fears of all the years, Were born in 
thee that night?” Yes, it was indeed 
“tidings of great joy!” 


KEY VERSE: Luke 2:11 


“For unto you is born this day in 
the city of David a Saviour, which 
is Christ the Lord.” 

This was the day toward which 
God pointed in Eden, promising that 
the “seed of the woman” should 
bruise the serpent’s head. Every 
event, sign, and symbol the Penta- 
teuch revealed something of Him; 
every act of the temple service, every 
Messianic word spoken by the pro- 
phets, presaged the great event. “For 
unto us a child is born, unto us a son 
is given: and the government shall 
be upon his shoulder: and his name 
shall be called Wonderful, Coun- 
sellor, The mighty God, The ever- 
lasting Father, The Prince of Peace.” 
CIsaiah 9:6.) 

“Thou, Bethlehem ... out of thee 
shall he come forth unto me that is 
to be ruler in Israel .. . for now shall 
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he be great unto the ends of the 
earth ... And this man shall be the 
peace” (Micah 5:2-5). 


In Bethlehem, “the wondrous gift 
was given, and God imparts to human 
hearts, the blessings of His heaven.” 


KEY FACT: Joy and peace come 
through Him 


This is what Christmas should 
mean — not feasting and revelry, but 
joy for sins forgiven, and peace of 
heart because God dwells within us. 
A child was born, but a Son was 
given, that “whosoever believth in 
him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” 


The message of the angel was “to 
all people.” Color, caste, and sex lines 
fade away, and “There is neither 
Jew nor Greek, there is neither bond 
nor free, there is neither male nor fe- 
male, for ye are all one in Christ 
Jesus” (Galatians 3:28). “For he is 
our peace ... and came and preached 
peace.” (Ephesians 2:14-17.)

GROWTH TOWARD 
CHRISTIAN MATURITY 








KEY WORD: Grow up 


New Year's Day is a popular time 
for making good resolutions. During 
the past thirteen weeks we have 
studied ways and means to achieve 
Christian growth. Now shall we re- 
solve that 1962 will witness a newly 
acquired maturity in our relation 


ships with God and each other? 


Failure to reach such maturity lies 
in our not coming into true fellow- 
ship with Christ. Jesus commands 
“Abide in me, and I in you. As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself, 
except it abide in the vine; no more 
can ye, except ye abide in me” (John 
15:4) 

Conversion does not make one per- 
fect in a flash, even though we are 
assured by the Apostle Paul that “as 
many of you as have been baptized 
into Christ have put on Christ” (Gal- 
ations 3:27). Christians must make 
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it a daily duty to “put ye on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and make not provision 
for the flesh, to fulfill the lusts there- 
of” CRomans 13:14). 


Growth into full maturity in Him 
is the result of patient culture. “As 
ye have therefore received Christ 
Jesus the Lord, so walk ye in him, 
Rooted and built up in him, and 
stablished in the faith, as ye have 
been taught” (Colossians 2:6-7). 


Personal consecration to Christ 
means that the heart is filled with 
His thoughts, His love, His concep- 
tion of truth and duty, His supreme 
consecration to the will of God, His 
unselfish devotion to the good of 
others, His spirit of self-sacrifice and 
His delight in the true and holy. 
These can be reached only by con- 
stant communion with Him through 
prayer and study of His Word and by 
participation in the activities of the 


Christian life and His Church. Have 


you reached maturity? 


KEY VERSE: Ephesians 4:24 


“And that ye put on the new man, 
which after God is created in right- 


eousness and true holiness.” 


In the Sermon on the Mount, Je- 
sus provides a vision of a mature 
Christian. (Matthew 5:48). “Be ye 
therefore perfect, even as your Father 
which is in heaven is perfect.” 
That was God’s ideal for man at 
Creation when He said, “Let us 
make man in our image, after our 
likeness” (Genesis 1:26-27). Man 
was thus created for perfection, in 


spirit, soul and body. 


Sin destroyed his perfection, and 
only by the love of God and the 
grace of Christ can another creation 
be possible. Only by “Christ in you” 
can there be “the hope of glory” 
again. 


KEY FACT: A Christian is in the 
world, but not of it. 


A re-created person will never be 
content to return to the “weak 
and beggarly elements” of the world 
(Galatians 4:9). His code of ethics

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LAWS FOR LIVING 





KEY WORD: Law 


Where there is no law there is 
anarchy. In Israel, after the death of 
Joshua, such a condition prevailed, 
for “there was no king ... but every 
man did that which was right in his 
own eyes” (Judges 17:6). A modern 
example is the current terrorism 
throughout Africa. In fact, every- 
where in the world “there is con- 
fusion and every evil work” because 
the wisdom of man engenders enmity 
and strife (James 3:15-16). 


God works through law. His pur- 
pose and design are seen in every- 
thing. “The heavens declare the 
glory of God; and the firmament 
sheweth his handywork. . Their 
line is gone out through all the earth, 
and their words to the end of the 
world” (Psalm 19:1-4). 


Specific laws govern the universe 
and every movement of its whirling 
suns and planets. Scientists have dis- 
covered that each atom is a complete 
solar system governed by the same 
laws as all the galaxies of infinite 
space. 

Yet all the laws seen in nature 
cannot convince men that God is 
(Romans 1:19-25). So He revealed 
Himself by speaking, first to a select 
few like Enoch and Noah who 
walked by faith. This period of man’s 
spiritual history is known as the “star- 
light age.” It ended with the call of 
Moses to whom God gave the Law 


directly and ushered in the “moon- 


light age.” But “when the fullness of 
the time was come, God sent forth 
his Son ... To redeem them that 
were under the law” (Galatians 4: 
4-5), and the glorious sunlight of 
the Gospel shone on the human’ race. 
“For what the law could not do, in 
that it was weak through the flesh, 
God sending his own Son in the 
likeness of sinful flesh, and for sin, 
condemned sin in the flesh” (Romans 


8:3). 


The Law of Moses was geared to 
the needs of Israel and was meant 
to bind this people to Him. Paul says 
“The law was our schoolmaster to 
bring us unto Christ, that we might 
be justified by faith. But after that 
faith is come, we are no longer under 
a schoolmaster” (Galatians 3:24-25). 


KEY VERSE: Matthew 5:17 


“Think not that I am come to de- 
stroy the law, or the prophets: I am 
not come to destroy, but to fulfill.” 


The theme for the lessons of this 
Quarter is “Jesus and the Ten Com- 
mandments.” 


Each Territory of the United 
States had its own code of laws which 
became null and void when it became 
a State. Many of its laws were carried 
over into the new State Code and 
some made even stronger. In like 
manner, Jesus incorporated many of 
the Mosiac laws into His new Law 
and strengthened it by making obe- 
dience a matter of the spirit rather 
than the letter. The Ten Command- 
ments were shortened to two, “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thine heart ... and thy neighbor as 
thyself.” He adds that all the law 
and the prophets depend upon these 


two. 


KEY FACT: Laws are for living 


Jesus emphasizes, in His Sermon 
on the Mount, the eternal character 
of the Law of God. This refers, of 
course, to that part which is known 
as the Moral Code, because it pertains 
to the building of life and character 
both in our spiritual relationship to 
God and our responsibilities to our 
fellowmen. How we obey His law 
determines our eternal destiny! 
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
